as their industry and eagerness to’work and 
learn have always been above the average. 

There is much to be said for the Hindman 
school and all it has accomplished in fifty 
short years and We wish space would allow us 
to list a few of the accomplishments. We 
can’t even sing praises in so,short a space, 
however, so we'll just close with a verbal pat 
on the back for the great institution.
